Becauſe it will not interrupt the Morning Studies of thoſe who are willing tou 
pains, and takes off their hands ſome of their worlt time, Imean that after Meals; 


thoſe who are not ſo very apt to be induſtrious, will find from hence a Reſtraint ß 
their Idleneſs, whilſt they are cad from their, Diverſions after Dinner and Supper, = 
at a fitting Juncture, and are again ſet into the way of thinking; which, if they hayes 
the leaſt reliſh for Knowledge, it is not impoſſible but they, may afterwards proſecute; -- 
It is likewiſe the moſt probable way to hinder any unneceffary and trifling:Engage-- 
ments, and the worſe Appointments for Drinking and Debauchery ; for thoſe WhO 
if they were free the whole Afternoon or Night won'd ſpend it in Exceſſes, will not 


think it worth their while to meet and carouſe at perhaps 3 or 10; beſides, the Rules 
of the College will hinder them from doing it at 10. The Reaſon wherefore the molt 
difficult LEcTUuREs are at Night, is becauſe the Mind is not fo attentive at any other 
time; for after we have been in a Road of thinking all the Day, the track is beaten, 
in the Mind, which in the Morning is confus'd-and eras d by the tumultuary and dif- 


orderly motion of the Spirits in Sleep, which makes Men fitter for lighter and more 
airy Studies when: they firſt wake, but not ſo well diſpos'd for rational and ſolid 


thinking. 


24, For SUN DANS and HoLTDA Vs, as they are the propereſt Days for Divinity, 
ſo there is more time ſpent on that Study, by fixing thoſe Days, than any other, with-"- 


out any ſenſible Interruption of the reſt. 


34, For Monpavys LEcTUREs, altho' theſe likewiſe are but Weekly, yet continu- 
ing the whole four Years, and employing the private Studies of Pupils almoſt all the 
Days of the Week by Tranſlations and Compoſitions, there ſtems to be a ſufficient» 


time allotted for gaining ſome kind of Perfection in the Greek, Latin and Engliſh... 
Second, as to the STUDIES themſelves. 


1/, For the firſt YEAR, every one knows the Uſefulneſs of Claſſicks, and the Value: 


that is put upon that ſort of Learning, tho* I cannot but think Poetry in particular” 
is of the leaſt Ser vice of any other kind of Study; and is the laſt Qualification to the 
making a great and conſiderable Man; yet upon the account of the reſpe& which has. 
been paid it, it has an equal ſhare of time allotted it with other Studies. 


Then for Chronology and Geography, what is more neceſſary to the naderſtanding< 


of Hiſtory, the Ornament and Advantage of which laſt ſort of Learning, there are 


few, I believe, or none will be ſo imprudent as to deny. 


24, For the ſecond'YEar Logick and Ethicks, the uſe of em is univerſally acxnow- 


ledged; as for the Elements of Geometry they are certainly the beſt practical Logick=. 
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© that can be, for they inure and accuſtom, as it were, the Mind to true and exact Rea- 
E  ſoning; and the Rules that are laid down in Logick are here beſt exemplify'd by. 
teaching us Syllogiſm, and the moſt uſeful Theorems and Contemplations together; 
I call them uſeful, becauſe they arg the Foundation of the moſt valuable Natural 
= Enowledge, all the ſeveral Arts eences which are practis'd or obtain in the 
= na mager deriv'd fr 
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gebra, and the Solution of hard and intricate Problem. | 


34, For the third YeaR, after having given an account of the Philoſophy which 
thruſt out the Old, it will be neceſſary. to lay the Grounds of a true and adequate 
Knowledge of Nature as far as we are capable of attaining it, which cannot be better 
accompliſh'd than by. having recourſe to Experiments, and confining, in the firſt 
Plage, our Enquiries to things as they exiſt in their real Properties and Attributes; 
to this end it will be convenient to conſult Chymiſtry and Anatomy, that is, to ex- 
amine into the Nature of Beings by Reſolution and Diſſection. And that we may un- 
derſtand the Inftruments. made uſe of to aſſiſt our Viſion, as Microſcopes, Cc. it will 
not farther be amiſs to add to this Year the Doctrine of Opticks, Dioptricks, &c. to 
the explication of which will be alſo requiſite the Knowledge of Conick Sections; fo 
that the Studies of this Year ſeem well enough methodiz d and adjuſted to the end pro- 
- pos d, the Science of Nature; than which, next to the more ſacred one of our Reli- 
gion, no Study is more truly noble, and more abſolutely becoming a great and a ra- 
tional Mind, beſides the Reputation it carries, and the Subjects it affords in the pub- 
lick Diſputes of the Univerſity. | 


Ach, For the fourth Year, after we have enter'd into the Diſquiſition of things, as 
they exiſt by Experiments and Obſervations, we may turn to our Reaſon, and conſi- 
der what may be drawn from thence, and the general Obſer vations we have made for 
our farther improvement in the Knowledge of Nature, which will lead us to thoſe 
Demonſtrations which have lately been given us by Sir Jaac Newton, Hugens, Wallis, 
and others in Mechanicks, &c. to which we muſt add Fluxions, and the infinite Se- 

ries, as that part of Mathematicks which has in a manner had its Birth and Education 
with the preſent celebrated Philoſophy, and which will give us an inſight into ſome. 
of the Reaſons and Demonſtrations of it. Our laſt Province is that of Aſtronomy, 
the Revolutions and the Laws of Gravitation amongſt the Heavenly Bodies, the Cal- 
culating Eclipſes, & c. Contemplations deſervedly admit d and eſteem'd by. all who 
have not loſt the reliſh for Notions confeſs'dly noble and ſublime; and to chis Choy: |

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ſtand Law and Divinity without being a good Orator, but he will not ſo effectually 
perſuade others that he does unleſs by being one. Poetry and other. Exerciſes of the. 
School and the Univerſities continue for a time, and then ſhew indeed the Life and 
Quickneſs of Fancy in the Poet; but Oratory attends a Man through all the Stages of 
his Life, and conſtantly not only demonſtrates the Vivacity and Strength of his Ge- 
nius, but the Height and Majeſty of it. Poetry makes a Man appear with a pretty 
Figure, but Oratory with a noble and a ſplendid ; the one makes him belov'd, the 
other admir'd and eſteem'd. . 1 

And now I am not at preſent apprehenſive of any thing that can be objected againſt 
this Method of Inſtruction, unleſs, 1/, That it will be too chargeable, by reaſon f 
the number of Books requir'd ; but it is eaſily anſwer'd, that only one or two at the 
moſt in each Science will be ſufficient for Learners, the reſt being mention'd for thoſe- 
who are deſirous to make a farther, P webs in the ſeveral particular Studies, and as 
thoſe which will be conſulted, and dende em enplain'd in reading.
